325 U-BOATS; LOSE 


100 IN SEA NETS

Amsterdam, via London. May 15. 


'—The Germans have about 325 sub- 
marines in operation and about 80 to 
100 have been los_t through British 
nets alone, according to the Tele- 
graaf which prints an interview with 
a member of the crew of the sub- 
marine 17-58. This is the submarine 
which sank the Dutch ships in 
February. 
\ 


When at sea the submarines as- 


semble at a given point every morn- 
ing and receive wireless instructions. 
presumably from Heligoland. There 
are about 39 U-boats of the newest 
type, each carrying a crew of 56 
men and this fleet is supplemented 
by a secondary squadron marked 
irith a C. 


The first class boats have a speed 


calculated as sufficient to overtake 
any cargo boat. Two thirds of their 
crews are experienced and one. third 
novices. The boats carry a fortnight's 
stores and have a maximum period 
of submergance of from eight to ten 
hours.

Saturday evening he 
entertained with, a small dinner at 
his home for Mr. Balfour..Mr. Choate 
was a personal friend of the British 
foreign secretary and they saw much 
of each other during the stay of .the 
British commission in New York. 


Mr. Choate "was born in 
Salem, 


Mass., Jan 24, 1832. He was grad- 
uated from-Harvard in 1852 and two 
years later from the law' school of 
that institution. 


In his long and 
distinguished 


career he received honorary degrees 
in law and letters from many seats 
of learning, notably his alma mater, 
Amherst, Oxford, 
Cambridge, and 


Edinburg, Yale and St. Andrews and 
McGill Universities 


He came into public prominence in 


New York as one of the leading mem- 
bers of the committee of citizens 
which overthrew Tweed 


He served as president 
of 
the 


New York Constitutional Convention 
in 1914, was a candidate for United 
States Senator in 1897 and was ern-

San Francisco, May 15.—Joseph Red- 
enbaugh, alias Edward 
Hamilton, a 
youth of 19, last night .confessed, 
ac- 
cording to the police, that he shot and 
killed Mrs. Alice McQuillan Dunn, 
di- 
vorced wife of H. C. Dunn, at her 
father's Jiome in St. Paul, April 22, and 
that two days previously he shot and 
killed Policeman George Connerv, 
of 
Minneapolis, who had arrested him foi 
speeding. 
Kedenbaugh-also confessed, accord- 
ing 'to the police, that he 'robbed the 
University Place bank, at University 
Place, Nebraska. last February. 
that 
he robbed a safe in Ripley, Oklahoma, 
and that he had stolen _and sold a score 
or more of automobiles in eastern and 
middlfc west cities. 
Redenbaugh told the pplice that the 
murcrfer of Mrs Dunn was first consid- 
ered last October and charged that a 
St. Paul man had planned the details. 
He told the officers that when he was 
first approached about the killing of 
Mrs Dunn, he was informed that 
he 
could get $2000 for "the job" 
Rpdenbaugh said that-after the death 
of Connery he went again to the man 
who had approached him about killing 
Mrs Dunn and told him he was ready 
to go ahead. He said that Frank Mc- 
Cool, now in custody at Omaha, who 
accompanied him when Connery was 
killed, was with him, and was to share 
in the money offered for killing Mr*. 
T)unn, and that they demanded $3000. 
He then detailed, according to the po- 
lice, the manner in which he entered 
the home of Mrs. -Dunn and how he 
killed her and received his pa}. 
Redenbaugh told the police that he 
was first taken into custody for rob- 
bery when he was 9 years old and was 
given a jear and a half in a detention 
home.

Cortland and Chenango counties with 
ample labor for the planting and har- 
vesting of increased crops. Employers 
to those cities are giving their men 
with farming experience vacations of 
from one to three weeks and guaran- 
teeing them the difference between 
their regular pay and what they re- 
ceive for working on farms. 
These 


men enroll with the farm bureau man- 
ager o* the country. A census Is be- 
ing taken of the needs of the farmers. 
As a result of this plan it Is believed 
the farmers of the counties concerned 
will have no trouble -with the labor 
problem this year. 


The Delaware, Lackawanna and 


\Vestern railroad has. agreed to furnish 
the farmers 23 per cent of Its section 
hands for two weeks in the planting 
season and also at harvesting time- 
This road will also transport free of 
charge the city workers to and from 
the farms. 


Fifteen acres of potatoes, five acros 


of corn and four acros of other vege- 
tables have been planted by the Home 
Defense league of Ilartsdale. X. Y. Its 
gardening work has been financed en- 
tirely by a single member. Sixty-nine 
others have promised from an hour to 
a day and a balf of labor each week. 


"When the crops nre harvested the 


Ipngue will open a Community store i;i 
Ilartsdale for their sale at cost to the 
volunteer workers.

The Way You Choose and Hang 


Your Draperies Either Makes 
or Mars a Room—Simple Lines 
and Cheerful Colors Are the 
Thing. 
T 


HE treatment of the windows ei- 
ther makes or mars a room. And 
the secret of making tbe room 


consists not ouly lu selecting the right 
materials, but in arranging the draper- 
ies properly. 


lit all the new fabrics intended for 


window draperies, excepting the hand- 
some lace curtains, there is at least a 
touch of color. Many of these fabrics, 
' expensive and inexpensive, have elab- 


orate all over patterns In several colors. 
When using such materials care should 
be taken to select that which matches 
or harmonizes with the walls of the 
room. It Is also well to remember the 
use of the room, whether it Is a libra- 
ry, bedroom or dining room; also the 
location of the room. North and east 
rooms" require warm colors to keep 
them cheerful, while those with a 
southern or a western exposure need 
cooler tones. 


For rooms of ordinary size simplici- 


ty Is the safe rule to be observed. 
Where a room Is not only wide, but 
long, with high celling, the festoon 
manner of fastening back ,the over- 
draperies can be made very "effective. 
In smaller apartments the effect gives 
the-Impression of "fussuiess," which 
is the opposite of the note of restful- 
ness that should be aimed for. 


At present cretonnes to match the 


wall papers, are very much used in 
bedrooms, the same cretonne being 
used for bedspreads, chair cushions 
and even -for covers and mats for the 


.. dressing table and reading stand. Such 


curtains should hang to tbe sill or not 
more than four inches below. Other 
bright colored materials suited to bed- 
room windows are of cotton or linen 
with .colored borders and a contrast- 
Ing colored center or a white center. 
These materials can all be bought by 
the yard and .many of them at a cost 
of a few cents a yard. 


The Dutch valance is a popular 


treatment for bedroom windows. This 
may consist of a valance of the same 
material hanging between the cur- 
tains and on the -same rod, or it may 
extend across the window and be hung 
ou a .separate rod. 
These valances 


may be shirred or box plaited, accord- 
ing^ toi ••whether -the material is thin or 
thick. Where the privacy of an inn'er 
lace or net .snsh.curtain Is needed thcro 
should be, two -sets of- brackets and at 
least two, sometimes three, sets of 
rods. 


In selecting curtains for the more 


formal rooms there Is a wealth of new 
and beautiful fabrics, all equally suit- 
able. So it becomes a question of color 
and expense. But nothing so much 
detracts from the tidy appearance of a 
room as spotted or bedraggled looking 
window draperies.

How Not to Scorch the Top of Your 


Prize Recipe. 


Where do you set your loaf cakes and 


what place In your own oven do you 
give to muffins and small cakes? From 
your answer your success would be 
gauged by a scientific baker. 


Thin layer cakes, cookies, biscuits, 


; macaroons and other small cakes 
should always be baked in snnllow 
pans set at the top of the oven. This 
gives the heat a chance to circulate 
around the cookies rather than concen- 
trate under them. 


Loaf cakes bake more evenly in sheet 


tin or aluminum pans- than in iron 
pans. The shelf hi the center of the 
oven Is right for loaf cakes, and no 
cake should ever be set on tbe bottom 
of the oven. 


It is a good idea to start sponjie 


cake and loaf cakes in a very slow 
oven and then increase the beet ns the 
cake starts to rise. About ten min- 
utes before the cake should be done 
the gas can be turned off entirety, as 
there is sufficient heat left in the oven 
to finish the baking. 
Whenever itj 


seems desirable to reduce the heat it] 
is better to turn down both burners j 
halfway rather than' to turn one outi 
cntircly.

LAY frocks-.for the little girt up 


to ten years old are really sim- 
ple given a good seamstress and 


u good pattern. 
There is one that 


could be utilized for all tbe play frocks 
that a little girl would need In the 
course of the summer. It Is of the 
simplest design. It Is made kimono- 
wise, and the sleeves are in one piece 
with the body of tbe dress. It can be 
made with a back opening or with an 
opening extending from the neck on 
each shoulder part way down tbe arm 
and without the back opening. It can 
be made with or without a belt and 
patch pockets and with short or long 
sleeves. These variations, with the 
use of different materials and trim- 
ming bands, scallops and other em- 
broidery suggest eight or ten possibil- 
ities with the one pattern. 


Almost as much can be done with a 


pattern for a house dress for a wom- 
an. There are some very attractive 
patterns which show short and long 
sleeves, three or four possibilities in 
the way of neck line or collar and 
then there Is the possibility of trim- 
ming with bands of contrasting mate- 
rial and of adding patch pockets or 
dainty ;lawn or organdie collars. The 
same pattern can be used for a wash- 
able negligee by leaving the frock open 
all the way down the front and by j 
omitting tbe belt, substituting for it a j 
ribbon girdle or else leaving the full- 
ness unconflned. 


Whatever changes there may be hi 


summer styles, the pocket is still "great-1 
ly In evidence. There is a pattern for 
a number of these pockets, and with 
it the simplest sort of frock can be 
elaborated into something quite un- 
usual. There are three cornered pock- 
ets, square and rounded pockets, pock- 
ets that hang from the belt and pock- 
ets that are trimmed with buttons, tas 
sels and lacings. There are even pock 
ets. that are part of a wide, belt, and 
the woman who wishes to make sev- 
eral frocks from one pattern could do 
no better than to differentiate them 
with these pockets. 


The lines of the spring are different

high treason.

tria is seeking a 
separate peace 


through agents in Switzerland. 


"There is no doubt that Austria 


would be glad to come to some ar- 
rangements.'' he said. "These peace 
moves must be a source of great hu- 
miliation to many honest Austrians.

on her by economic and political con- 
ditions.

PREDICTS SLAVERY 


IF GEBMANY WINS 


{ASSOCIATED = .ESS TELEGRAM] 


Petrograd, via London, May 15.— 


The following is a partial text of the 
manifesto to the Russian army issued 
by the Council of Soldiers' and V.'ork- 
inan's Delegates, urging the continu- 
ance of the war and declaring that 
a separate peace is impossible: 


"Soldiers and comrades at the 


front: 
We speak to you in the name

The new motto of the schools is 
"Food Conservation by Saving and 
Different Methods of Preservation." 


The time has come when we must 


shorten our menus and set one hun- 
dred per cent value from the

Among the methods of perserving 


food advocated by the speaker, were 
the old fashioned drying and canning 
method. The drying method has been 
largely discarded during the past 25 
years owing to the convenience and 
low cost of containers. 
But since the 


government has put a limit on 'the 
use of tin, it will be impossible to 
procure tin cans for private canning, 
therefore the old method of drying 
food, corn, fruits, etc. 
should be 


taken up by everybody. 


The speaker also urged that house- 


wives, get out all of their old cans, 
cracked glasses, cups, jars and use 
these for preserving jellies and pre- 
serves which are not ditficult to keep. 
Every available new can and those in 
good condition should "be reserved for 
the canning of fruits and vegetables 
which are hard to keep. 


The Licking County Branch of the 


Ohio Council of National Defense has 
for one of its members 3Irs. Frank 
Agnew. President of Women's Feder- 
ated Clubs. Mrs. Agnew will arrange 
for demonstrations of canning during 
the season -in different parts of the 
community and country. Every aid 
will be given to food conservation by 
the Council. 


The second adaress by Professor 


Hottes, of the Horticultural Depart- 
ment, O. S. U. covered many import- 
ant points of "City Gardening.'' His 
address illustrated 
by steroptican 


views of gardens showing the most 
approved methods of planting and 
cultivation. 
His selection of vege- 


tables included those varities which 
are prolific in yield and best adapted 
to preserving. 
He also treated the 


subject of "Garden Insects'' and how 
to destroy them. He gave different 
ways of selecting seeds, and instruc- 
tions in planting which were of value 
to all persons.
